Surging  Forward:  An  Update  on  our  Strategic  Plan 


Our  Voices,  Our  Plan,  Our  Future  was 
launched  during  Alumni  Weekend  at  the 
end  of  September  2016  after  more  than  a 
year’s  worth  of  thoughtful  and  challenging 
work  on  the  part  of  our  whole  community. 
Surveys  were  completed,  meetings  con- 
vened, Chapel  announcements  made,  and 
an  article  detailing  the  process  appeared  in 
the  last  edition  of  The  Bulletin.  The  plan— 
which  incorporates  our  present,  pays 
homage  to  our  past,  and  paves  the  way  for 
a boundless  future— is  designed  to  inspire 


discussion,  engagement,  and  action  as  BCS 
surges  forward  with  a bold  new  vision. 

Some  exciting  action  items  are  already 
underway  and,  with  the  investment  of  our 
community,  we  can  do  much  more.  Our 
entire  faculty  have  completed  intensive  pro- 
fessional development  for  the  International 
Baccalaureate,  and  the  Diploma  Programme 
and  certificate  courses  will  begin  with  the 
start  of  the  2017-18  school  year.  An 
emphasis  has  been  placed  on  communica- 
tions, both  frequency  and  engagement,  as 
well  as  the  quality  of  content.  We  continue 


to  refine  our  image  and  branding,  striving 
towards  a higher  standard— and  this  new 
edition  of  The  Bulletin  is  itself  an  example. 
Perhaps  most  concrete  and  tangible  is  our 
campus  master  planning  process  that 
began  in  earnest  in  June  2016  with  a visit 
from  renowned  planning  firm  Hart 
Howerton.

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Alumni  Spotlight: 

BCS  Alumni  from  the  1980s  are  Making  their  Mark 


Members  of  BCS  1980s  classes  descended  upon  the  Montreal  Ritz-Carlton  this  past  fall  for 
a Midlife  Crisis  Reunion— complete  with  old  uniforms  and  much  reminiscing. 


On  October  1,  2016,  BCS  classes  of  the 
ig8os  converged  on  the  Montreal  Ritz- 
Carlton  for  a Midlife  Crisis  Reunion.  Among 
the  150  attendees  were  three  particular 
alumni  that  we  have  chosen  to  profile  in 
this  issue;  Roald  Smeets,  BCS’87,  Stephan 
Scholl,  BCS’88,  and  Alexandra  Johnston, 
BCS’88.  While  achieving  notable  career 
success  on  the  national  and  international 
stages,  these  individuals  are  still  finding 
time  to  give  back  generously  to  the  school 
that  they  attended  through  their  formative 
years.  If  this  is  the  next  generation  of  BCS 
leaders,  the  future  for  our  school  looks 
very  bright  indeed. 

Roald  Smeets,  BCS’87 

Roald  attended  BCS  for  Form  VII  in 
1986-87,  followed  soon  after  by  twin  sis- 
ters Kira  and  Guiomar,  both  BCS’gi. 

Despite  his  short  time  at  the  school,  Roald 
has  reconnected  in  a big  way  with  his  alma 
mater  over  the  last  decade.  Initially  fund- 
ing a scholarship  that  allows  two  students 
per  year  to  access  a BCS  education,  Roald 
recently  joined  the  BCS  Association  board 
of  directors  and  quickly  expanded  his  sup- 
port for  the  school.  This  year  alone,  he  has 
participated  as  a member  of  the  Strategic 
Planning  Committee,  the  Development 
Committee,  and  as  a leader  of  the  Campus 
Master  Plan  working  group.  Roald  is 
thoughtful  and  generous  in  his  initiatives 
on  the  school’s  behalf,  identifying  key 
areas  of  need  at  the  school  and  ensuring 
that  those  needs  are  met.  He  believes 
deeply  in  the  potential  that  BCS  offers, 
and  he  is  actively  engaged  in  realizing  that 
exciting  future. 

Roald  is  the  President  and  COO  of  the 
highly  successful  Citco  Group  of 
Companies,  established  by  the  Smeets 
family  in  ig48  to  meet  the  needs  of  multi- 
nationals and  private  clients  following  the 


Second  World  War.  The  company  has  been 
a leader  in  international  finance  since  it 
began,  deeply  involved  in  establishing  the 
Eurobond  and  hedge  fund  markets  while 
retaining  its  entrepreneurial  character.  As 
an  industry  leader  for  more  than  75  years, 
the  group  has  a deep  expertise  in  the  full 
range  of  fund  strategies,  investor  require- 
ments, multinational  governance,  and 
private  client  estate  planning. 

Roald  is  Chair  of  the  Guiomar  Smeets 
Foundation,  which  was  founded  in 
Guiomar’s  honour  to  assist  highly  motivat- 
ed students  who  intend  to  pursue 
ambitious  academic  endeavours.  Since  its 
inception,  the  Foundation’s  scholarships 
have  assisted  15  BCS  students  with  the 
costs  of  both  secondary  and  post-second- 
ary  education.  Guiomar  passed  away  in 
2006  and  a tree  has  been  planted  in  front 
of  Gillard  House  in  her  memory,  symboliz- 
ing the  important  place  that  this  family 
holds  in  the  BCS  community. 


Stephan  Scholl,  BCS’88 

Fellow  alumni  from  the  ig8os  will  remem- 
ber Stephan  Scholl  as  a star  on  the 
football  and  rugby  fields,  but  his  achieve- 
ments since  BCS  have  shone  most  brightly 
in  the  technology  sector.  As  President  of 
Infor,  the  third  largest  enterprise  software 
company  in  the  world,  Stephan  holds  a 
highly  influential  leadership  position  in  the 
fast-moving  technology  sector.  Infor’s  soft- 
ware is  purpose-built  for  specific 
industries,  providing  complete  suites  that 
are  designed  to  support  progress  for  indi- 
viduals, for  businesses,  and  across 
networks.  Stephan’s  leadership  and  pas- 
sion in  helping  customers  modernize  and 
transform  their  business  has  allowed  Infor 
to  achieve  its  enviable  position  in  such  a 
competitive  marketplace. 

Prior  to  joining  Infor  in  December  2010, 
Stephan  established  Oracle  Corporation’s 
Tax  and  Utilities  Global  Business  unit  as  the 
market  leader  with  responsibility  for  sales, 
consulting,  development,  and  marketing. 
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Linda  Rodeck,  BCS’81 

Not  present  at  the  Reunion  but  very  much  with 
us  in  spirit,  Linda  is  currently  in  her  second  term 
and  is  now  a Vice-Chair  of  the  BCS  Association 
board  of  directors.  Linda  is  involved  in  key  areas 
of  recent  progress  for  the  school,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Marketing  Committee  and  the 
Strategic  Planning  Committee. 

Linda  has  great  memories  of  BCS  and  recog- 
nizes the  small,  encouraging  community  that 
challenges  students  to  perform  and  achieve  in 
circumstances  outside  their  comfort  zone: 

“What  BCS  taught  me  was  that  there  is  always  a 
chance  to  succeed  against  all  odds  and  that  the 
key  ingredients  of  success  aren’t  necessarily  talent  or  skill,  but  perseverance, 
will,  determination,  and  spirit.” 

Following  her  years  at  BCS,  Linda  completed  a degree  in  Art  History  at  McGill 
University  and  then  embarked  on  a career  which,  20  years  later,  saw  her  recruit- 
ed for  one  of  the  top  positions  in  the  art  business  in  Canada:  Managing  Director 
of  Sotheby’s.  Linda,  considered  among  the  country’s  most  respected  art  and  auc- 
tion specialists,  was  subsequently  recruited  in  2013  by  Waddington’s,  where  she 
currently  acts  as  Senior  Canadian  Art  Specialist  and  Vice  President  of  Fine  Art. 
Appointed  by  order-in-council  from  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
Linda  also  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  McMichael  Canadian  Art 
Collection  in  Kleinburg,  sitting  on  the  Art  Advisory,  Governance  & Nominating,  and 
Development  committees.  She  has  served  on  the  board  of  Bloorview  Kids 
Rehab— a chronic  care  facility  in  Toronto  for  children  with  disabilities,  as  well  as 
the  Niagara  Historical  Society  and  Museum. 

Having  attended  BCS  soon  after  the  merger  with  King’s  Hall,  Compton,  Linda  is 
an  advocate  for  girls  and  women  in  our  community,  as  well  as  accessibility  and 
the  arts.  She  believes  deeply  in  community  engagement  and  the  unique  role  that 
art  plays  in  enhancing  our  lives  and  clarifying  our  understanding  of  the  world  in 
which  we  live.  Adding  her  touch  of  class  to  everything  that  BCS  does  in  Toronto, 
she  has  hosted  BCS  events  at  Waddington’s  gallery  and,  with  her  husband  Arron, 
in  the  beautiful  wine  cellar  of  Barberian’s  Steak  House,  fi 


He  ran  Oracle’s  North  America  Consulting 
Group,  one  of  the  company’s  largest  organ- 
izations, from  2006  to  20og. 

Stephan  credits  BCS  for  setting  him  on 
the  path  that  has  led  to  such  impressive 
advancement  in  his  field  of  work.  In  school, 
he  found  his  strengths  and  developed  the 
leadership  abilities  that  have  equipped  him 
to  rise  to  the  top  of  the  quickly  evolving 
tech  sector. 

As  a close  friend  of  Roald  Smeets,  it  was 
natural  that  Stephan  would  reconnect  with 
BCS  in  recent  years.  Living  in  The  Big  Apple 


and  travelling  the  world  promoting  Infor, 
Stephan  still  finds  time  to  serve  as  a BCS 
Association  member  of  the  board.  He  has 
contributed  Infor’s  outstanding  Hook  & Loop 
marketing  team  to  assist  with  BCS’  recent 
branding  exercise  and  Campus  Master  Plan, 
and  Infor  is  a regular  sponsor  of  BCS’  semi- 
annual golf  tournaments.  A member  of  the 
Strategic  Planning  Committee,  the 
Development  Committee,  and  the  Campus 
Master  Plan  working  group,  Stephan  has 
been  instrumental  in  the  progress  achieved 
by  BCS  over  the  last  year. 


Alexandra  Johnston,  BCS’88 

Recently  appointed  Vice-President, 
Strategy  and  Public  Affairs  at  CBC/Radio- 
Canada,  Alex  holds  one  of  the  most 
influential  media  positions  in  Canada.  She 
is  a member  of  the  board  of  directors  for 
Desjardins  General  Insurance  Group,  the 
board  of  trustees  for  the  McGill  Institute 
for  the  Study  of  Canada,  and  the  advisory 
board  for  the  Women’s  College  Hospital 
Institute  for  Health  Systems  Solutions  and 
Virtual  Care. 

Upon  graduating  from  BCS  in  Form  VI, 
Alex  went  on  to  McGill  University  where 
she  completed  her  BA-History,  a LLB- 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  a BCL-Bachelor  of 
Civil  Law.  At  McGill,  Alex  was  a founding 
member  of  the  first  student-run  sexual 
assault  centre  in  Canada  and  has  served 
as  a legal  advisor  at  a shelter  for  women 
and  children.  She  began  her  career  practic- 
ing at  Goodmans  LLP  in  Toronto  and  then 
served  as  Executive  Director  of  Policy  to 
Ontario’s  then-Premier  Dalton  McGuinty, 
working  closely  with  policy,  community  and 
business  leaders,  and  senior  members  of 
government  to  develop,  implement,  and 
communicate  the  government’s  agenda. 
She  later  led  the  women’s  advocacy  group 
Catalyst  Canada  until  2015  when  she 
joined  CBC/Radio-Canada.  Established  in 
2000,  Catalyst  Canada  addresses  the 
unique  concerns  of  Canadian  women  in 
business  through  research,  education,  and 
events,  and  is  the  leading  non-profit 
research  and  advocacy  organization  dedi- 
cated to  creating  opportunities  for  women 
and  business  in  Canada. 

Over  the  past  year,  Alex  has  served  the 
BCS  community  as  a member  of  the 
Strategic  Planning  Committee,  contribut- 
ing her  expertise  in  the  field  of 
communications  and  marketing.  With  her 
involvement,  it’s  no  surprise  that  this  blue- 
print calls  for  engaged  communications 
and  the  development  of  the  internal  and 
external  BCS  communities.  One  of  five  sis- 
ters to  attend  BCS  in  the  ig8os,  Alex  is 
also  the  daughter  of  Governor-General 
David  Johnston,  who  has  served  BCS  as 
Chair  of  the  20/20  Vision  Campaign.  )B

A Love  of  BCS  and  A Life  of  Giving 


In  August  of  last  year,  BCS  lost  one  of  its 
most  generous  and  ardent  supporters, 
someone  who  gave  of  his  time  to  a school 
he  loved  dearly.  Brad  Mitchell  entered  BCS 
in  1945  at  a time  when  we  still  had  stu- 
dents arriving  at  a tender  age  to  begin  the 
boarding  school  life.  He  was  not  the  first 
Mitchell  to  walk  these  halls  as  a student, 
nor  was  he  the  last.  His  grandfather  began 
the  tradition  in  the  i8gos  and  Brad  repre- 
sented the  middle  of  five  generations  to 
attend  BCS.  His  father,  The  Hon.  William 
Mitchell,  came  to  BCS  from  igi6  to  1926; 
his  grandfather,  Walter  Mitchell,  attended 
from  i88g  to  1897.  Several  of  his  siblings 
are  also  alumni:  brother  Will  (BCS’54-63), 
and  sisters  Jane  (KHC’49-58)  and  Antonia 
(KHC’4g-55).  Even  his  wife,  Ann,  was  at 
KHC  from  1949  to  1951.  Brad’s  own  chil- 
dren are  proud  BCS  alumni:  Doug 
(BCS’72-7g),  Jane  (BCS’76-80),  and  Susan 
(BCS’80-83);  as  well  as  his  grandchildren 
Dominic  (BCS’2005-08)  and  Cameron 
(BCS’20o8-og). 

While  at  BCS,  Brad  played  the  traditional 
sports  of  football,  hockey,  and  cricket  and 
was  on  the  First  Team  for  each.  In  his  gradu- 
ating year,  1953,  he  was  named  a Prefect, 
and  Headmaster  Ogden  Glass  noted  in  a 
letter  to  Bishop’s  University  that  “Mitchell 
was  appointed  a Prefect  at  the  school  this 
year,  our  highest  school  office,  and  has 
acquitted  himself  most  agreeably  in  the 
post.”  After  graduation,  he  maintained  his 
connection  with  the  school  as  Duty  Master 
Prep  School  from  1954-57  while  attending 
Bishop’s  University. 

Brad  never  lost  touch  with  the  school.  In 
ig68  he  became  a board  member  of  the 
BCS  Foundation,  a position  he  held  until 
2000.  That  same  year  also  saw  him 
become  President  of  the  BCS  Alumni 
Association,  and  he  remained  president 
until  1971.  He  was  an  Association  board 


member  as  well  as  a member  of  the  BCS 
Development  Committee. 

In  1985,  Brad  joined  the  BCS  staff  as 
Director  of  Development  and  led  the 
school’s  first  formal  capital  campaign, 
which  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the 
school’s  endowment  and  the  construction 
of  our  beautiful  sports  facility.  The  endow- 
ment fund  remains  one  of  the  school’s 
greatest  assets,  providing  support  through 
scholarships  and  financial  aid  to  many 
deserving  students.  While  Director  of 
Development,  he  served  on  the  ig88 
Capital  Campaign  until  1992,  and  from 
igg8  to  2003  he  was  a part  of  the  20/20 
Vision  Capital  Campaign  Committee.  Most 
recently,  he  was  a member  of  the 
Passages  Campaign  Leadership  Council 
from  2013  until  his  death  in  2016.  These 
numerous  positions  do  not  capture  the 
spirit  of  the  man,  but  a story  shared  by 
Franqois  de  Sainte-Marie  (BCS’65)  reveals 
the  passion  Brad  had  for  the  school  and 
how  easily  he  could  approach  people  and 
make  them  feel  comfortable.  He  remem- 
bers taking  Brad  to  a hockey  game  in 
Montreal  and  him  striking  up  a conversa- 
tion with  the  fellow  sitting  next  to  him.  By 
the  end  of  the  game,  Brad  had  got  to  know 
“James”  and  had  also  secured  a significant 
donation  from  him  for  the  school. 

In  20og,  Brad  was  honoured  by  BCS 
when  he  was  inducted  into  the  Heneker- 
Williams  Society.  The  award  is  given  to 
individuals  who,  by  leadership  and  exam- 
ple, have  set  the  standard  for  volunteer 
support  of  our  school.  Brad’s  legacy  and 
involvement  at  BCS  as  a student,  teacher, 
fundraiser,  director,  and  benefactor  go  to  a 
depth  that  few  achieve. 

Greg  Stevenson,  BCS  ’87,  current 
Director  of  Advancement  has  said  of  Brad, 
that  “despite  ending  his  formal  role  in 
1992,  he  never  really  stopped  working  on

behalf  of  BCS.  In  recent  years,  he  was  a 
frequent  visitor  in  my  office,  happily  con- 
tributing his  connections  and  mentorship 
to  my  efforts  to  emulate  the  impact  that 
this  wonderful  man  had  in  the  BCS  commu- 
nity. His  presence  is  missed,  but  the  legacy 
he  has  left  at  BCS  will  benefit  us  all  for 
many  decades  to  come.” 

These  were  the  roles,  positions,  and 
accomplishments  that  marked  Brad’s  pro- 
fessional life,  each  of  them  impressive  and 
worthy  of  our  appreciation  and  respect. 
However,  it  was  in  his  personal  life  that 
Brad  had  an  even  greater  impact.  Whether 
it  was  helping  those  in  need,  caring  for  old 
friends  who  had  taken  ill,  or  encouraging 
grandchildren,  Brad  was  always  there  to 
help,  support,  and  encourage.  As  his  grand- 
son Cameron,  BCS’og,  said  after  returning 
from  a grilled  cheese  and  bacon  lunch  with 
Gran  and  Grampa:  “Well,  that  was  the 
biggest  ego  boost  I have  had  in  my  life.  I 
should  go  there  every  week!”  Perhaps  we 
could  all  have  benefited  from  a regular 
lunch  with  Brad.  fi

Thoughtful  Progress  and  Innovation 


The  Health  of 
Independent  Schooling 

The  well-rounded,  personalized,  and  sup- 
portive approaches  of  independent  schools 
are  increasingly  attracting  the  interest  of 
families  that  are  seeking  the  best  educa- 
tion for  their  children.  According  to  the 
Fraser  Institute,  “With  independent  school 
enrolment  rising  even  as  the  school-age 
population  shrinks,  the  share  of  students 
enrolled  in  independent  schools  is  growing 
all  across  the  country.”  Following  the  eco- 
nomic downturn  of  2008,  parents  are 
returning  to  the  choices  available  through 
boarding  and  day  schools  across  the  coun- 
try, with  as  many  as  349,000  students 


attending  Canadian  independent  schools 
(Our  Kids,  “Private  vs.  independent  schools: 
what’s  the  difference?”).  These  choices 
reflect  a desire  for  alternatives  to  public 
education,  a desire  for  a ‘Canadian’  experi- 
ence, and  faith  in  the  independent  school 
model  to  provide  a comprehensive  educa- 
tional experience. 

Bishop’s  College  School  is  operating  at 
the  highest  rate  of  enrolment  in  over  ten 
years.  The  school’s  student  population  cur- 
rently sits  around  260,  of  whom  over  75% 
are  boarders.  The  student  body  has  repre- 
sentatives from  37  countries;  truly  an 
‘international’  school  environment.  In 
response  to  this  growth,  BCS  is  taking  on 


some  ambitious  initiatives.  The  school 
recently  received  full  accreditation  as  an 
International  Baccalaureate  school,  and 
has  adopted  the  provincial  curriculum  of 
New  Brunswick  in  order  to  offer  a better 
Grade  12  option.  We  blend  tradition  with 
innovation  by  continuing  to  offer  the 
Quebec  High  School  Diploma  while  embrac- 
ing both  the  values  of  the  Round  Square 
and  Duke  of  Edinburgh  programs.  Cadets  is 
thriving,  too,  as  we  update  this  student 
experience  with  outdoor,  leadership,  and 
service  elements  that  enhance  our  stu- 
dents’ education  and  development. 
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A closer  look  at  the  furnishings  in  the  21st  Century  Education  test  space  at  BCS:  stools  that 
rock,  chairs  that  rotate,  and  standing  desks. 


Classroom  Innovation  and  Design 

The  most  dynamic  conversations  regarding 
educational  change  at  BCS  may  be  around 
the  use  of  space  and  how  we  teach.  Global 
pedagogical  discussions  are  alive  with 
ideas  and  initiatives  under  the  umbrella 
term  of  21st  Century  Education.  More  than 
simply  using  current  classroom  technolo- 
gies, 21st  Century  Education  involves 
student-centred  approaches,  such  as 
inquiry-based  learning,  critical  thinking, 
opportunities  for  creativity,  and  life  and 
career  skills  development.  These  initiatives 
are  central  to  an  improved  student  experi- 
ence, and  go  to  the  very  heart  of  the 
academic  experience. 

One  of  the  most  intriguing  questions 
around  21st  Century  Education  is  how  we 
can  re-interpret  our  teaching  spaces  to 
accommodate  new  and  innovative  prac- 
tices. Modern  classrooms  are  being 
reinvented  and  redesigned  to  provide  a 
space  that  is  flexible  for  multiple  learning 
settings.  Furniture  is  varied,  portable,  and 
easy  to  realign  for  individuals,  pairs,  or 
small  groups.  Layout  caters  to  discussion 
and  creativity  rather  than  a ‘lecture  and  lis- 
ten’ style.  These  new  classrooms  generally 
have  no  obvious  front  or  back,  often  with 
no  teacher  desk  because  the  teacher  is 


not  the  centre  of  the  process,  the  stu- 
dents are.  Furnishings  are  designed  to 
cater  to  individual  learning  styles:  stools 
that  rock,  chairs  that  rotate,  and  standing 
desks  that  permit  students  to  work  on 
their  feet.  All  of  this  emphasizes  learning 
as  a collective  experience,  with  teachers 
as  guides  and  co-learners  in  the  process. 

The  R.D.W.  Howson 
Enrichment  Centre 

These  are  invigorating  times  for  BCS,  as  we 
re-think  campus  design  to  enhance  the 
learning  experience  of  a diverse  student 
body.  The  R.D.W.  Howson  Enrichment 
Centre  is  working  to  be  a prototype  of 
innovative  learning  spaces  for  BCS. 
Currently,  the  Centre  models  a design  that 
encourages  both  individual  study  and 
small-group  collaboration,  often  called 
hubs.  Students  are  encouraged  to  pursue 
self-driven  inquiry,  and  work  is  done  on 
white  boards  in  bright  colours  so  that  it  is 
visible,  collaborative,  and  dynamic. 
Furthermore,  the  Pathways  to  Success  pro- 
gram provides  academic  support  services 
on  a customized  basis  according  to  individ- 
ual student  needs.  Subjects  in  which 
students  can  work  one-on-one  or  in  small 


groups  include  ESL,  TOEFL  and  SAT  exam 
prep,  and  executive  skills  training. 

There  are  many  other  ways  that  BCS 
hopes  to  expand  its  classroom  concepts 
with  a view  to  enriching  the  academic  pro- 
gram, including: 

■ Maker-Space:  a space  where  students 
can  build  and  design  projects  in  a vari- 
ety of  disciplines,  offering  a ‘hands-on’ 
approach  to  science,  technology,  engi- 
neering, and  art. 

■ 3-D  Printers:  a quickly  evolving  technol- 
ogy that  is  revolutionizing  design  and 
engineering. 

■ Outdoor  Classrooms:  open-air  learning 
hubs  near  School  House,  a riverside 
classroom,  and  a forest  chapel. 

■ Writers’  Centre:  a resource  centre  to 
promote  creative  writing  and  sharing, 
including  electronic  media,  live  poetry, 
and  whiteboard  walls  and  table-tops. 

■ Arts  Centre:  a convergence  of  art, 
film,  dance,  drama,  and  music  with 
instruments,  cameras,  floor  space,  sup- 
plies so  that  students  may  collaborate 
and  share  their  work. 

Conclusions 

It  is  an  exciting  time  to  be  at  BCS.  We  are 
planning  campus  spaces  and  programming 
to  shape  the  school  for  decades  to  come. 
While  possibilities  are  endless,  we  remain 
directed  by  our  core  values— Excellence, 
Community,  Character,  and  Leadership— 
and  a dedication  to  making  all  learning 
purposeful  and  engaging  for  students.

WE  Movement  speaker  Tristan  Jones’  visit 
to  BCS  in  November  sparked  much  more 
than  anyone  anticipated.

Real-life  robotics 

Form  IV  Robotics  students  were  put  to  the 
test  when  programming  LEGO  Mindstorms 
robots  earlier  this  year.  Mr.  Madsen’s  class 
had  to  navigate  the  robots  through  a com- 
plex obstacle  course,  where  every  single 
angle  and  wheel  rotation  had  to  be  careful- 
ly thought  out  and  executed  by  selecting 
the  correct  programming  blocks  and  set- 
ting their  respective  parameters.

Once  married, 
Helen  and  Art  took  up  residence  in  School 
House  and  a few  years  later  moved  to  “the  lit- 
tle house”  and  then  on  to  Williams  House 
where  they  lived  for  many  years  nurturing 
hundreds  of  boys  and  raising  two  daughters: 
Brooke  and  Jennifer.  Helen  loved  to  bake  a 
big  batch  of  cookies  or  a whole  meal  to  treat 
the  hungry  boys  of  Williams  House.  Helen 
took  great  pleasure  in  knowing  and  caring 
about  each  and  every  one  of  them. 


Helen  made  it  her  responsibility  to  wel- 
come all  who  came  to  bcs  but  more 
specifically  to  welcome  the  wives  of  new 
masters  and  their  children.  She  loved  to 
have  tea,  coffee  and  sherry  Matches,  cross- 
country ski  gatherings  and  to  host  the 
annual  Christmas  Eve  sleigh  ride.  Helen 
embraced  life  and  always  had  time  to  listen 
and  offer  a cup  of  tea  or  bowl  of  soup.  Helen 
loved  her  friends  of  all  ages  with  Janet  Glass, 
Ibby  Large,  Hartie  Doheny,  Jessa  Patriquin, 
Ella  Morrisette,  Jean  Abbott  being  especially 
dear  to  her  heart  and  so  many  more.  Ron 
Owen,  Art  and  Helen  enjoyed  many  a good 
adventure  and  were  all  three  great  friends. 

On  top  of  her  busy  full-time  teaching  and 
raising  two  daughters,  Helen  opened  a con- 
signment and  Canadiana  crafts  shop  called 
La  Bootilc  in  Lennoxville  in  the  ’60s.  She 
encouraged  individuals  and  groups  who 
were  marginalized  to  create  and  sell  their 
hand  made  products.  It  was  all  about  giving 
back.  Helen  modeled  having  fan  with  a good 
strong  work  ethic.  She  called  a “spade  a 
spade”  and  was  a vocal  advocate  for  human 
and  animal  rights. 

When  Art  retired,  they  moved  back  to 
their  roots  on  the  Gaspe  coast  of  Quebec 
where  Helen  became  an  outfitter  and  ran 
Camp  Brule,  the  McWhirter  family  salmon 
camp  on  the  Little  Cascapedia  River.  Helen 
took  extreme  pleasure  in  welcoming  many 
an  avid  fly  fisherman  to  the  camp  and  cele- 
brating their  successes.  While  Helen 
entertained,  Art  could  be  seen  behind  his 
binoculars  spotting  a rare  fieldfare  (bird)  or 
teaching  all  who  would  listen  about  the  flora 
and  fauna  of  the  Gaspe  coast.  Their  door  was 
always  open,  the  soup  pot  was  always  full, 
and  their  table  embraced  all  who  arrived. 

Art  and  Helen  made  a fascinating  team. 

Arthur  passed  away  in  December  2006. 
Helen  resided  in  the  Gaspe  for  several  years 
after  and  as  her  health  declined  moved  to 
Nelson  to  be  close  to  her  elder  daughter 
Brooke.  The  love  and  compassion  of  the 
people  of  Nelson,  BC  was  overwhelmingly 
beautiful. 

Helen  was  a shining  light  and  will  be 
deeply  missed  by  her  daughters  Brooke 
Campbell  of  Nelson,  BC  and  Jennifer 
Vaughan,  Bcs’76  (Richard,  Bcs’76)  of 


Williston,  VT  as  well  as  her  darling  grand- 
daughters, Aveleigh  (Andres)  of  Nelson,  BC 
and  Brynna  (Robert)  of  London,  UK.  Helen 
had  a very  special  place  in  her  heart  for  her 
sister  Janet  Anderson  of  London,  Ontario 
and  brother  Ronald  McWhirter  (Donna)  of 
New  Richmond,  QC,  as  well  as  for  many 
nieces  and  nephews  who  she  loved  dearly, 
including  Heather  McWhirter,  Bcs’82  and 
Andrew  McWhirter,  Bcs’83.

Alexis  S.  Troubetzkoy,  BCS  teacher  1961-67 
March  6, 1934-January  22,  2017 

Alexis  S.  Troubetzkoy,  82,  Chairman  of  the 
Orthodox  Church  in  America’s  Archives 
Advisory  Committee,  peacefully  fell  asleep 
in  the  Lord  in  Toronto,  ON,  Canada  on 
Sunday,  January  22,  2017  after  a brief  illness. 
Mr.  Troubetzkoy  had  been  unanimously 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Archives  Advisory 
Committee  during  its  first  meeting  in 
December  2013.  Under  his  leadership,  the 
committee  has  begun  to  assess  the  housing, 
preservation  and  access  needs  of  the  oca 
Archives  and  to  develop  strategic  solutions. 
In  February  2015,  he  addressed  the 
Metropolitan  Council,  with  an  update  on  the 
Committee’s  work  and  appealed  for  guid- 
ance from  the  Council  and  the  Holy  Synod 
with  regard  to  the  future  housing  of  the  oca 
Archives.  Despite  health  issues,  Mr. 
Troubetzkoy  chaired  and  actively  participat- 
ed in  the  Committee’s  most  recent  meeting 
in  late  November  2016. 

Bom  Prince  Alexis  Sergeevich  Troubetzkoy 
in  Clamart,  France  on  March  6, 1934,  he 
descended  from  one  of  the  most  important 
noble  families  in  Imperial  Russia.  He  was 
raised  in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
where  he  completed  his  education  at  Sir 
George  Williams  (now  known  as  Concordia) 
University  and  Bishop’s  University.  After  serv- 
ing as  an  officer  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy, 
Mr.  Troubetzkoy  embarked  on  a thirty-year 


career  in  education  as  teacher  and  adminis- 
trator, most  notably  as  headmaster  of  three 
prestigious  private  schools  in  Montreal  and 
Toronto.  From  1992  to  1995,  he  was  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  Tolstoy  Foundation 
in  New  York. 

Subsequently,  he  was  employed  as  the 
International  Orthodox  Christian  Charities’ 
[iocc]  Representative  in  Russia  from  1995  to 
1998,  when  his  efforts  were  crucial  in  gain- 
ing freedom  for  two  iocc  workers  who  had 
been  captured  and  held  hostage  in  Chechnya 
for  several  months.  He  continued  to  work  as 
iocc’s  International  Liaison  Officer  for  many 
years  afterwards. 

He  also  served  as  Treasurer  of  the  Local 
Organizing  Committee  for  the  14th  All- 
American  Council,  which  took  place  in 
Toronto  in  2005. 

Mr.  Troubetzlcoy  was  a prolific  author 
who  wrote  six  books,  primarily  on  Russian 
history.  His  most  recent  book,  Razumoff’s 
Story,  was  published  in  2016  as  a memoir  in 
the  form  of  a novel.  His  previous  books  cov- 
ered such  wide-ranging  topics  as  the  history 
of  Russian-American  relations  from  1776  to 
1917,  the  mysterious  disappearance  of  Tsar 
Alexander  I,  and  exploration  of  the  Far 
North  and  the  Crimean  War. 

His  father,  the  late  Serge  G.  Troubetzlcoy, 
served  as  oca  Archivist  for  many  years, 
while  his  sister,  the  late  Mary  (Masha) 
Troubetzlcoy,  served  as  a secretary  and 
archival  assistant  at  the  oca  Chancery. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Helene  [de 
Klebnilcoff];  his  sister,  Elizabeth  Sailca-Voivod 
of  London,  ON;  children  Andre  of  Toronto 
and  Anna  Janlcovich  of  Budapest,  Hungary; 
and  several  grandchildren. 

Roy  Lacaud  Heenan 

September  28, 1935-February  3,  2017 
Roy  Lacaud  Heenan  passed  away  on 
February  3,  2017,  in  his  82nd  year,  surrounded 
by  his  family.  Dear  husband  for  51  years  of 
Rae  (nee  MacCulloch),  beloved  father  of 
Louise,  Charles,  Anne,  and  Claire,  affection- 
ate father-in-law  to  Jon  Meyer,  Joy  Lyth,  and 
Matthew  Hunt,  and  loving  grandfather  of 
Benjamin  and  Annelise  Heenan  and  Sarah 
and  Sophie  Hunt,  he  was  predeceased  by  his 
sister,  Patricia  Barker  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  and  is 
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survived  by  his  half  brother  Rod  Heenan  of 
Vancouver,  BC.  Born  in  Mexico  City  in  1935  to 
parents  Ernest  and  Yvonne  Lacaud  Heenan, 
he  came  to  Canada  in  1947,  where  he  attend- 
ed Trinity  College  School  in  Port  Hope, 
Ontario.  He  later  attended  McGill  University 
in  Montreal  for  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
(Hons)  (1957),  and  his  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law 
Degree  (i960).  Roy  was  Founding  Partner/ 
Chairman  (1973-2012)  of  the  law  firm  Heenan 
Blailcie,  and  a leading  authority  on  Canadian 
labour,  employment  and  administrative  law. 
He  was  an  adjunct  professor  at  the  Faculty  of 
Law  at  McGill  University  and  also  lectured  at 
Queen’s  University,  Universite  Laval  and  the 
University  of  Ottawa.  He  was  an  international 
speaker,  as  well  as  a well-known  patron  of 
the  arts.  He  was  Founding  Chairman  and 
Director  of  the  Pierre  Elliott  Trudeau 
Foundation  (2002-12).  He  also  sat  on  many 
boards  including  the  cbc,  the  Jarislowsky 
Foundation,  and  the  International  Historic 
Heritage  Foundation.  Over  the  years  he  sat 
on  the  board  of  the  Montreal  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts,  The  Beaverbroolc  Art  Gallery  and 
the  Art  Gallery  of  Ontario,  and  he  was  the 
Chairman  of  the  Musee  d’art  comtemporain 
de  Montreal  (1994-98).  He  was  a keen  mem- 
ber of  the  Atwater/Montreal  Badminton  and 
Squash  Club,  the  Montreal  Indoor  Tennis 
Club  and  the  Hillside  Tennis  Club.  Roy 
received  numerous  honours,  including  being 
appointed  an  Officer  of  the  Order  of  Canada 
in  1999  in  recognition  for  being  “one  of  the 
country’s  leading  labour  lawyers  who  has 
also  made  significant  contributions  to  aca- 
demic life  and  the  art  world”.  He  was  also 
conferred  the  honorary  title  of  Lawyer 
Emeritus  in  2008  by  the  Barreau  du  Quebec, 
and  was  awarded  in  May  of  the  same  year  an 
Honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from  McGill 
University.  Known  for  his  enthusiasm, 
humour,  and  generosity,  he  was  a friend  and 
an  inspiration  to  many.

Annual  Giving  at  Bishop’s  College  School 


Why  is  annual  giving 
important  at  BCS? 

Annual  donations  from  parents,  alumni, 
faculty,  staff,  and  friends  of  BCS  provide  a 
vital  source  of  revenue  for  programs  that 
move  our  school  from  good  to  excellent. 
Donors  that  are  willing  to  make  BCS  a phil- 
anthropic priority  allow  us  to  deliver  spe- 
cial programming  that  inspires  and 
motivates  our  students,  such  as  hands-on, 
project-based  learning,  outdoor  adventure, 
leadership  development,  international  trav- 
el, community  service,  and  individualized 
academic  support  Through  donations,  we 
are  also  able  to  provide  financial  assis- 
tance to  outstanding  students  that  would 
not  otherwise  be  able  to  afford  a BCS 
education.  Finally,  without  philanthropic 
support,  our  beautiful  campus  and  facili- 
ties would  not  receive  the  investment  they 
need  to  stay  up-to-date. 

The  total  amount  raised  through  annual 
giving  increased  68%  between  2014-15 
and  2015-16.  Participation  among  mem- 
bers of  the  BCS  boards  and  the  senior 
management  team  is  100%,  and  employee 
giving  tripled  in  the  past  year. 

Annual  donors  can  choose  to  direct 
their  contributions  to  specific  areas 
of  the  school.  Here  are  some  of  the 
popular  areas: 

Highest  Priority  Fund: 

Many  donors  contribute  funds  to  assist 
with  the  highest  priority  projects  each 
year,  leaving  that  determination  to  school 
administration.  During  the  2015-16  year, 
the  Highest  Priority  Fund  supported  a wide 
range  of  projects,  including  the  develop- 
ment of  our  2016  BCS  Strategic  Plan, 
sourcing  organic  produce  and  cultural 
cuisine  for  Ross  Hall,  and  the  installation 
of  an  expanded  salad  bar  in  support  of 
community  wellness. 


Campus  Renewal  and  Renovation: 

Ground  was  broken  to  construct  our 
Moulton  Hill  campus  100  years  ago,  and  it 
eventually  became  a transformative  gift  to 
the  school  from  alumnus  J.K.L.  Ross, 
BCSi8g5.  Today,  our  250-acre  campus 
remains  one  of  our  most  distinctive  com- 
petitive advantages,  but  it  requires  consid- 
erable spending  each  year  on  renovation 
and  upkeep.  Over  the  last  few  years, 
McNaughton  has  had  a full  renovation. 

This  past  year,  we  replaced  the  bathrooms 
and  common  room  in  Glass  House,  and 
made  major  improvements  in  Smith  and 
Grier.  We  will  continue  investing  in  our 
campus  and  buildings  to  ensure  they  pro- 
vide a comfortable  home  away  from  home 
for  our  students. 

Scholarships  and  Financial  Assistance: 

Our  fundamental  principle  is  that  outstand- 
ing students  should  be  able  to  attend  BCS 
regardless  of  their  financial  means.  Full 
tuition  is  affordable  to  fewer  families  than 
it  used  to  be,  so  support  through  scholar- 
ships and  financial  assistance  is  essential 
to  enrolling  the  strongest  students.  This 
year,  we  provided  $i.4M  in  support  of 
promising  young  applicants,  funded 
through  annual  donations,  event  sponsor- 
ships, and  proceeds  from  family  scholar- 
ships held  in  the  BCS  endowment. 

Academic  Programs: 

The  academic  program  is  always  an  impor- 
tant priority  at  BCS,  and  investment  has 
been  particularly  focused  this  past  year  on 
preparations  to  implement  the  IB  curricu- 
lum. Our  transition  to  this  prestigious, 
internationally-recognized  program  will 
provide  advantages  to  BCS  students  not 
only  for  university  applications,  but  through 
teaching  methods  that  promote  inquiry, 
conceptual  understanding,  collaboration, 


and  global  competence.  Last  year,  we 
invested  $i2oK  in  faculty  professional 
development  to  ensure  that  these  benefits 
are  maximized.  For  those  that  need  or  want 
assistance  to  boost  their  academic  per- 
formance, the  R.D.W.  Howson  Enrichment 
Centre  also  provides  a variety  of  tutoring 
and  extra  academic  support  options,  all 
made  possible  through  philanthropy. 

Athletic  Programs: 

An  integral  part  of  a BCS  education,  partic- 
ipation in  sport  provides  students  with 
experiences  that  will  help  them  mature 
emotionally,  mentally,  socially,  and  physi- 
cally. Students  have  the  opportunity  to 
explore  a wide  variety  of  sports  or  to  play 
on  one  of  our  competitive  teams.  Annual 
giving  provides  support  each  year  for  new 
team  uniforms,  extra  travel  to  tourna- 
ments and  competitions,  and  facilities 
improvements  for  our  student  athletes. 
Next  time  you  visit  campus,  make  a point 
to  see  our  new  fitness  centre,  which  was 
completely  overhauled  with  funding 
provided  through  donations.

2015-16  Sources  and  Uses 

IN  2015-16,  DONATIONS  TO  THE  ANNUAL  FUND  GREW  SUBSTANTIALLY,  PROVIDING  ALMOST 

5%  of  the  school’s  operating  budget,  plus  an  additional  $562K  for  capital  projects  like  reno- 
vations and  facility  upgrades.  Another  7.5%  of  the  operating  budget  was  funded  through 
proceeds  from  donations  held  in  the  $22M  bcs  Foundation  endowment,  including  over  40 
family  scholarships  and  endowed  programs  like  the  C.  Scott  Abbott  Chair  for  English,  the 
Ondaatje  Endeavour,  and  the  Outward  Bound  Award. 

Thanks  to  the  wisdom  of  generations  of  donors,  our  endowment  is  the  largest  in  Canada 
on  a per-student  basis,  and  it  provides  critical  funding  that  will  support  bcs  in  perpetuity.

Margot  (Graham)  Heyerhoff,  KHC’69 

One  of  six  siblings  and  three  Moncel- 
Graham  generations  that  attended  King’s 
Hall,  Compton  or  Bishop’s  College  School, 
Margot  is  an  outstanding  example  of  the 
deep  roots  and  committed  support  that 
help  our  school  community  thrive. 

Margot  arrived  in  Compton  in  September 
1965  from  Montreal  at  a time  when  Miss 
Gillard  had  been  Headmistress  for  35  years. 
Margot  recalls  her  KHC  experience  with 
fondness  for  the  friendships  and  solidarity 
among  the  girls,  as  well  as  the  outstanding 
example  of  good  citizenship  provided  by 
Gilly,  Mile  Cailteux  and  others. 

Margot  has  remained  an  unfailingly 
committed  supporter  of  KHC  and  BCS 
since  she  graduated  in  ig6g.  As  our  first 
Development  Director,  from  ig76-8i,  she 
formalized  our  community  development 
and  fundraising  efforts,  re-started  The  BCS 
Bulletin,  published  The  History  of  King’s 
Hall , Compton  1874-1972,  organized 
countless  alumni  events  wherever  she 
travelled,  and  turned  the  annual  AGM  into 
an  important  date  on  the  Montreal  social 
calendar.  Margot  was  a trail-blazer  in  alum- 
ni relations  before  these  practices  became 


as  fundamental  as  they  are  to  today’s 
independent  schools. 

After  establishing  the  Alumni 
Department  at  BCS,  Margot  left  the 
Eastern  Townships  for  20  years  until 
returning  with  her  husband  and  children 
to  settle  outside  North  Hatley,  where  she 
focused  her  time  on  her  own  art  and  invit- 
ed established  artists  from  across  Canada 
to  exhibit  at  her  non-profit  gallery. 

Margot  has  been  the  President  of  the 
North  Hatley  Library  Association  since 
2004  and,  most  recently,  was  a Founding 
Trustee  of  the  Massawippi  Foundation, 
whose  mandate  is  to  provide  for  a green 
and  prosperous  Massawippi  Valley.  She 
has  served  as  Chair  since  the  Foundation’s 
2010  inception  and  overseen  the  creation 
of  the  Massawippi  Conservation  Trust, 
which  has  protected  800  acres  of  ecologi- 
cally important  land  on  the  west  side  of 
Lake  Massawippi  in  perpetuity. 

Throughout  Margot’s  time  contributing 
to  various  community  causes,  she  has 
remained  committed  to  BCS  and  KHC.  She 
partnered  with  her  siblings  in  2000  to 
increase  the  Mimi  Moncel  Graham  Scholar- 
ship, which  their  father  established  in  iggi 
as  a 70th  birthday  gift  to  their  mother, 
helping  dozens  of  deserving  students 
access  BCS;  she  has  been  a dedicated 
supporter  of  the  BCS  Archives,  leading  to 
a rich  collection  of  KHC  and  BCS  historical 
records  and  artifacts;  she  has  volunteered 
on  the  boards  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
the  BCS  Association,  and  the  BCS  Foun- 
dation; and  most  recently,  she  has  led  the 
effort  to  preserve  heritage  items  from  St. 
James  the  Less  Church  in  Compton. 

Margot’s  contributions  are  extensive 
and  far-reaching.  Without  people  like  her, 
our  school  and  our  surrounding  community 
would  be  far  less  vibrant,  connected,  and 
complete.
